“And now a word for Pennsylvanin,
this grand old state of ours, She s
the greatest and grandest of all our
gtates, and the brightest star on Old
Glory today. Her industries are flour-
{shing, and no citizen of the common-
wealth, who Is able to work, need of
nocessity bo idle. Her farmers are
prosperons and are biessed with abun-
dant crops, which are readlly taken up
by her home markets

“The Republican party of Pennsyl
vanla, which for more than forty years
has controlied legisiation In the stale,
has always bean sollcitous for the wel-
fare of her agricultural Interests, and
goma of tha wigest legislation on our
statuts hooks was paased In the inter.
est of our farmers.

“Two departments of our state gov-
ernment are devoted to thelr interests
the department of agriculture and the
highway department.

“In the department of agriculture,

* the dairy and food division ls of espe

clal importance to the dalry interests
of the state, for It is the duty of its
agents to Inspect our food and see to it
that what s sold for butter ls butter,
and not something else colored as but-
ter,

“The division of zoology hasa charge
of the suppression of Insect pests that
prey on your crops, and is doing good
work for the fruit industry of the stats
in fighting the San Jose scale. In this
department ls aiso the live stock sanl-
tary board, whose duty It I8 to protect
the health of the domestic animsals of
the state and to eradicate and suppress
all dangerous and contagioua diseases
of domestic animais.

“The other department is the high-
way department. created for the pur
pose of assisting in Improving the
roads and highways of the common-
wenlth. This department was created
fn 1903, and 1 had the pleasure of sup-
porting and voting for the bill. The
legislature of 1805 appropriated the
sum of $5356,23247 to this depart-
ment for Improving the roads of the
state. This large sum of money is to
te available and spent In the Improve-
ment of our country roads within the
next four years. This s only a part of
what! the state 18 doing for the Penn-
gylvania farmer.

“In additlon to the work done by the
department of agriculture and the
highway department, you participate
with the rest of us In the state ap-
propriation to the publle schools,
Pennsylvanin approprintes more
money to her publie schools than any
other state, She glyes the princely
enm aof $5.500.000 each year to her
publle schopls. This 18 an Immense
sum of money, and goes Into every
township, village and ¢ity of the com-
monwealth and relleves the people of
taxation.

“There 18 no state In the union, and
no country In the world, where the bur-
4en of government rests as lghtly on
the people as does the government of
Pennsylvania.

“Did you ever consider that real es-
tate in Pennsylvania Is not taxed for
the support of the state government?
In other words, that no porson in
Pennsylvania paye o tux on real estiate?
